The  text  of  Article  XV r  of  the 
League's  covenant  aa  nmend«?d  unani- 
mously by  thtr  aB«einl)ly  today,  reade: 

''Should  any  member  of  the  I..«ague 
resort  to  war  In  disregard  of  itn  cov- 
enants under  ArUcles  XII  or  XV.  It 
shall  Ipso  facto  be  deemed  to  have 
committed  aa  aet  of  war  against  all 
other  nambern  at  tho  Ltaagoa,  which 
hereby,  natfartaka  Imasadlataiy  to 
subject  It  tb  the  sevaranee  of  «il 
trade  or  flnancinl  relations,  the  pro- 
hibition of  all  intercourse  between 
persona  residing  In  their  territory 
and  persons  residing  In  the  territory 
of  the  covenant-breaking  state,  and 
the  •  prevention  of  all  financial,  'cnm- 
merelal  or  paraonal  intercourse  be- 
tween peraon*  realdlng  in  the  terri- 
tory of  tha  dovanant-broaklns  statcp 
and  tha  territory  of  any  other  atate. 
whether  a  member  of  the  League  or 
not. 

"It  ahall  be  the  dutv  of  the-  Cotinrll 
to  (rive  an  opinion  whether  or  not  a 
breach  of  the  covenant  has  taken 
place.

Phonetic  anotbeda  aa  uaually  carried 
out  bave  tha  abjMMaa  4hat  they  in- 
volve a  new  alpbatMt  or  a  crowd  of 
signs  and  aceenta.  thus  giving  an  ap- 
pearance  totally  different  from  the 
language  in  iU  natural  printed  or 
written  form.  A  phonetic  method 
recently  developed  In  Groat  Britain 
doea.  however,  get  «Ter  tbtl  dMtoalty 
eaaaplataly.  Tba  Mttam  la  any 
laacaafla  raiaata  aabatoatlally  tbe 
aama  aa  printed  dr  writtan.  but  by 
means  of  veiry  slight  addlUona — such 
as  abort  Btroke.''  or  internal  loops — 
the  exact  pronunciation  of  the  word 
la  indicated.

VANTOin-KR.  Oct  4 —Judgment 
waa  resei-ied  by  Mr.  Juntlce  Morriaon 
ut  the  conrlualon  of  argument  yea- 
terday morning  on  an  application  to 
titiaah  the  auapenalon  by  Wrack 
Commlaalonar  J,  D.  Maepharaon  o( 
tha  cartMtaata  af*  •  Captain  jAnaa 
6radley. 

Tho  latter  waa  In  coipmand  of  the 
Canadian  Kxporter  which  afranded 
July  31  on  WllUpa  Bar,  aad  at  the 
■tibaequent  Inquiry  praaided  over  by 
Captain  Maepharaon,  aaalated  by  two 
aaaaaaora,  the  maat«r  'waa  .foaad  to 
blame  and.  penalised  aooorilngly. 

Mr.  D.  E.  MeTaggart.  counael  (or 
Captain  Bradley,  souehl  to  have  thla 
finding  aet  aalde  becauae  hla  client, 
although  convicted  for  nagllgence  and 
certain  omlaaiona,  waa  not  prevloualy 
aabjectad  to  any  ohargaa  whiek  would 
have  pat  him  on  hl«  defence.  Mr. 
McTaggart  alao  attacked  tha  oonatltu- 
tlon  of  the  Court  of  Inquiry. 

By  the  Canada  Shipping  Art,  he  aald. 
the  Mlnlater  of  Marine  or  bin  deputy 
ahouid  aelact  and  appoint  the  mem- 
hara  af  •  tha  eourt,  meaning  tha  two 
aaMaMra,  hacaaaa  Oaptain  Maephar- 
aon ki  parmanant  wrack  eommlaalonar. 
In  thla  inatance.  aald  Mr.  McTaicrart
